To conserve, make sure you only 

use your machine when It has a Or better yet, try combining clothes Or even better, If you live near 
really full load. washing with other washing. a stream... 


BATHING —A bath uses nearly 10 times more water than a quick shower. And NO shower saves even more water (but 
could lose you around 6 or 7 friends). So, as a compromise, we suggest very quick showers (approximately 30 seconds) 
every other day. „ . ._. u .

So, instead, why not try 
cleaning teeth this way. 


Or, instead of eating 3 meals 
through the day and brushing after 
each, try eating ail 3 meals at once, 
thereby having to brush only after 
that.
